Shipping Wheat in Bulk, 


It is estimated that California will 
export about 20,000,000 centals of 
wheat of this year’s crop. To provide 
sacks for such a quantity will cost 
$4,000,000, all of which could be saved 
to the farmers if wheat could be safely 
shipped in bulk. The experiment of 
shipping in bulk lias not yet been 
faily tried, but it should be without 
further delay. A correspondent of the 
Chronicle writing on this subject says: 
“The Grangers are now a strong and 
financially powerful body in this State, 
and it is their business to make the 
test. Let them purchase a thousand 
tons of wheat and ship it in bulk, so as 
to determine the m atter before the 
grain crops of the next harvest year 
comes in. 
If the whole cargo were 
spoiled, the loss would not be felt 
amongst so many.—a few dollars for 
each member—and the experiment 
would be well worth the expense. 
This is the only practical way to settle 
the m atter.” 


The bill authorizing the Supreme 
Court to divide its sessions between 
the Capital and the Bay, was approved 
by the Governor and is now the law. 
This law will give Sacramento the 
Court in the W inter and San Fran­ 
cisco during the Summer.

The valley is an old lake bed 
in with loose, rich soil. 
Inn 
a lake being 
constantly sup 
with water from three rivers, 
loose, rich earth washed into the 
from surrounding mountainsu unt 
earth averages about ten feet abov 
water, and you have the geolo 
condition of Los Angeles Valley, 
sinking of artesian wells over an 
of thirty miles in length by m 
twenty in width, develops the fact 
underneath this valley is a clay 
from ten to thirty feet in thicl 
and from thirty to fifty feet belo\ 
surface of the valley. The rim o 
clay bed comes to the surface o 
ground around the outer edge < 
valley, especially around the foot- 
It also appears near the surface 
the coast and in Wilmington in 
The rim along the coast is low er 
so that the water flowing into the 
nevet can flood the surface, for 
surplus escapes over the rim into 
ocean. 
Three rivers, Los Angeles, 
Gabriel and Santa Anna, conveying 
large quantities of water all Summer 
from melting snow, and becoming im­ 
mense torrents in winter when swol­ 
len by winter rains, empty over the 
upper rim of this clay, tilling the clay 
basin even with the lower rim, and 
the surplus finding its way into the 
ocean. 
Many facts corroborate this 
theory. 
N ext the coast there arc 
immense numbers 
of 
fresh water 
swamps and bayous. At W ilmington 
when the tide is out, a barrel sunk in 
the road will at once fill with sweet 
w’ater, the clay being so near the sur­ 
face. 
In times of extreme Winter 
flood the large volume of water flow­ 
ing into the basin does not escape fast 
enough and the country bordering on 
the coast is saturated to the surface 
with water, the low portions for a few 
days being covered with it. In a few 
days however the surplus has escaped 
into the ocean by drainage over the 
rim of the basin. It must be borne in 
mind that the loose soil along the 
coast forms an elevation and through 
this the water percolates in reaching 
the ocean. 
The importance of this geological 
feature can hardly be overestimated. 
There is thus lying beneath the Los 
Angeles Valley at an average depth of 
say ten feet a body of water thirty 
miles in length by fifteen miles wide, 
with a depth of say twenty or thirty 
feet of water, held in a clay basin con­ 
stantly fed by three rivers. 
By proper scientific handling of this 
water supply, we need never feel the 
effect of drought on our permanent 
farming interests. 
W indmills and 
steam-pumps can irrigate the whole 
valley and when the irrigable land 
rises in value beyond a certain figure, 
then the lands now without irrigating 
streams will be irrigated 
by lifting 
the water from the subterranean lake 
to the surface. 
The investment re­ 
quired to do this is fifty per cent less 
than the cost of irrigable lands used 
for semi-tropical fruits. 
The surface of the valley is an undu­ 
lating plain terminating in the foot­ 
hills and mountains around the valley 
On a large part of this plain the depth 
to the surface of the lake is about 
twelve to fifteen feet. 
Another fact becomes quite certain. 
It is this : by keeping the surface of 
the ground well ploughed, pulverized 
and free from weeds, trees and vines 
will grow without irrigation. 
Water 
rises up from the surface of the lake 
through the soil to a point where the 
heat of the sun evoporates the water 
as fast as it rises. Place the corner of 
a clod in a cup of water, and you will 
see the water riln through the whole 
clod. This point is generally three or 
four feet below the surface on unculti­ 
vated land or land on which is growth 
of vegetation. 
Where the soil is well 
pulverized and free from vegetation, it 
is from one to three inches. 
The reason is apparent on a mo­ 
ment’s reflection. 
Where the land is 
not ploughed deep there is a hard, close 
packed crust, caused by stock tramp­ 
ing the ground for centuries. 
This 
hard, close packed surface is a good 
conductor of the suu’s licat. 
Justas 
solid brick w ill become hot w ith one 
end in the fire, whereas if the brick is 
crushed into lumps and one end of the 
pile placed in the tire, the other end of 
the pile will not become nearly so hot. 
A sponge will hold more water than a 
piece of wood, so the close packed sur­ 
face will not hold as much moisture as 
the loose, porous soil. 
The sun there­ 
fore dries out the former much sooner. 
Again, in the growth of weeds or 
grass the roots absorb the moisture, 
carry it up, making the green, juicy 
stalk and leaves, thus transferring the 
moisture from the ground to the vege­ 
tation. As it ripeus, the moisture es­ 
capes from the vegetation into the air, 
leaving the ground exhausted of its 
W inter supply of moisture, and dry. 
The roots of trees and vines will run 
down into the ground from five to fif­ 
teen feet, thus reaching, if the surface 
is pulverized and free from weeds, soil 
that is perpetually moist. W hen trees 
are once thus rooted, no irrigation is 
needed. 
In fact, vapor of water will rise fifty 
or a hundred feet through the soil and 
will be condensed night and day if the 
surface is kept in a loose, pulverized 
state. 
Facts confirm our theory. 
Mr. Mc- 
Fadden, near Anaheim, has a fine 
bearing vineyard of six acres on soil 
where it is a hundred feet to water, 


Rev. Mr. Leehy, near Santa Anna, has 
an orange orchard growing without 
irrigation, where it is thirty feet to 
surface water. Dr. Hayward, near the 
same place has a variety of fruit trees 
growing without irrigation. Mr. C. 
E. White, seven miles below this city, 
where it is ten or twelve feet to water, 
has kept large fields moist to within 
one or two inches of the surface through 
the last dry year, by keeping the 
ground well stirred up and free from 
weeds. 
West of the railroad on the 
Mesa land, where it was fifteen feet to 
water, we saw the soil kept moist 
enough to sprout corn the whole Sum­ 
mer and Fall by deep ploughing. In 
Santa Clara Valley, near San Fran­ 
cisco, we know of large orchards and 
vineyards in the finest state of produc­ 
tiveness, where it has never been irri­ 
gated, and that on land where it is 
from twenty-five to 130 feet to water. 
The land however is well ploughed 
and frequently stirred. 
We are satis­ 
fied that irrigation will eventually be 
abandoned on large areas of land in 
this country where water is within say 
twenty or thirty feet of the surface, 
except where a coarse, loose gravel bed 
lies between the water and the surface. 


PLAN T T R E E S ! 


if there is one subject which, more 
than any other, deserves the attention 
of land-owners it is this: the impor­ 
tance of planting trees; not fruit trees 
alone, but trees of the varieties most 
valuable for timber. Every year sees 
the supply of timber in the mountains 
of California diminishing. The Amer­ 
ican race seems to have an inherent 
hostility to forests. 
Every boy seems 
born with an axe in his hand, and the 
father standing by saying, “Go my 
son; fell the trees!” 
The Eastern 
States are rapidly becoming denuded 
of their original forest growth. They 
'are to-day, in the diminished rainfall, 
the increased and ever-inareasing se­ 
verity of the W inters, the quick, dis­ 
astrous rush of the Spring floods, feel­ 
ing the retribution which the violated 
laws of nature inflict upon them. As 
our native timber is almost entirely 
confined to the mountain rauges, leav­ 
ing the broad plains entirely bare, it 
would be difficult to predict how much 
the climate might be injured by cut­ 
ting off the forests; certainly not so 
much asjwere the broad, mountainless 
States of the Mississippi Valley. Yet 
even the experience gained during the 
quarter of a century since cultivation 
practically began in California, shows 
clearly that our rainfall can be in­ 
creased and rendered more certain by 
the planting of timber in the treeless 
valleys. Apart from the increase of 
the rain supply, there are other rea­ 
sons even inore potent for the planting 
and cultivation of timber trees. 
If 
every farmer were to surround his 
land by a narrow belt of trees, not 
more than one o r ^ o rods wide, the 
force of the strong, drying 
north 
winds, 
which do so much harm, 
would be broken. 
The increased 
yield of grain fields and fruit trees, thus 
sheltered, would more than repay the 
country for the tim e and labor expend­ 
ed upon the artificial forests. The 
cost of fuel is increasing each year; 
with his own trees, no farmer need 
buy any wood. Most important of all, 
however, is probably the item of the 
direct monied value of the timber so 
raised, for building and fencing, and 
for commercial 
purposes. 
Lumber 
must be had from somewhere. Our 
own supply is becoming rapidly ex­ 
hausted. 
Each year the market must 
he furnished from a greuter distance, 
involving a greater expense. There 
are now few fields for tho employment 
of money offering greater inducements 
than this—the culture of trees for the 
value of the wood. Five years ago a 
tract of about forty acres was planted 
with blue gums in Alameda county. 
The owner Is now thinning them out 
to allow room for full growth to the 
trees. 
The yield of timber in this 
thinning process is sufficient to repay 
all the expense of the five year’s care 
and the use of capital. From this 
time 011 the return is clear profit, and 
each year with the increasing size of 
the trees, the timber becomes more 
valuable. 
Plant trees! Acacias and the pepper 
do well on dry land. The blue gum 
needs rather more moisture; it grows 
anywhere on the opea valley. This is 
in all probablity the most valuuble 
tree that can be planted, as, in addi- 


it is an exceedingly rapid grower. 
The locust, upon lands with plenty of 
moisture, can hardly be surpassed. It 
is a mistake to suppose that any great 
expense need be incurred in the cul­ 
ture of trees. 
The young trees need 
not be purchased at a nursery; any 
farmer can buy the seed or raise the 
plants himself. W hen one year old 
they can be transplanted to the spot 
where they are intended to remain. 
From that tim e for two or three years 
the same care that would be given to 
a corn-field is all they need. Do not 
lose time. 
Set the seed now and 
sprout it, so that by another Winter 
the trees can be set out.

The new Mutual Aid Association Law. 


Following Is a copy of the new law 
regulating Mutual Aid Associations. 
It is not an ollicial copy but is proba­ 
bly correct in its material points: 
An act relating to Mutual Beneficial 
Relief Associations. 
The People of the Htate of California 
represented in Senate and Assembly 
do enact as follows: 
• 
S e c . 1 Associations may bo formed 
for tin: purpose of paying the nominee 
of any membsr a sum upon the deatli 
of any said member not exceeding 
three dollars for each member of sucli 
association. No such association shall 
exceed in number one thousand per­ 
sons. 
S e c . 2. Such Association shall be 
formed by filing a verified certificate 
in the ottice of the Clerk of the county 
in which the principal place of busi­ 
ness shall be situated and filing a like 
certificate in theofilceof thoSecritary 
of State. Such certificate shall state 
the general objects of the Association, 
its principal place of business, and tlio 
names of officers selected to hold 
office for the first throe months, and 
shall be signed by at least three of 
them. 
Sec. 3. Said Associations, upon the 
deatli of each member, may levy an 
assessment upon each member living 
at the time of the deatli, not exceeding 
three dollars for each member and col­ 
lect the same and pay the same to the 
nominee of such deceased member, 
and may also provide for the payment 
of such annual payments of members 
as may be deemed best. Such annual 
assessments upon every member not 
tobe raised above the annual assess­ 
ment established at the time such 
association. 
S e c . 4. Such Association 
by 
its 
name may sue and be sued, and may 
loan such funds as it may have on 
hand, and may own suliicient real 
estate for its business purposes, and 
such other real estate as it may be 
necessary to purchase on foreclosure 
of its mortgages, provided such real 
estate so obtained through foreclosure 
shall be sold and conveyed within live 
years from the day title is obtained 
unless the District Court of the proper 
district shall upon petition and good 
cause shown extend the time. 
Hue. 5. Huch association may make 
such by-laws, not inconsistent with 
the laws of this State, as may he ne­ 
cessary for its government and for the 
transaction of its business, and shall 
not be subject to the provisions of the 
general insurance laws. 
¡see. ti. All associations heretofore 
formed for the objects contemplated 
in this act and now in operation, may 
avail themselvs of its provisions Ity 
filing the certificate provided for in 
section two, provided that sucli socie­ 
ties shall not have a greater number 
titan three thousand members. 
Bee. 7. This act shall take efiect im­ 
mediately.

Los Angeles Chamber of Commerst. 


As the commercial interests of a 
com m unity increase in num ber and 
extent, it becomes a m atter of neces­ 
sity to have an official voice for those 
interests. 
Disorganized and without 
unity, the interests are the prey of all 
corporations or individuals who seek 
to plunder. 
United and acting to­ 
gether a power is exerted the influ­ 
ence of which is felt even in our N a­ 
tional Capital. Our Chamber of Com­ 
merce has wielded such an influence. 
It has given prominence and standing 
to our interests. L et it be supported 
by the people. L et no nigardly spirit 
possess our m erchants, but supply it 
with means to carry out its good work. 
To-night it meets; there should bo a 
good and prom pt attendance. 


There surely was variety enough in 
the shape ol entertainm ents in our 
city last night. The lectures by Pro­ 
fessor Fowler and by Mr. Ayers and 
the hull of the Saint Patrick Benevo­ 
lent Society all were going on at the 
*anie time. 
We would much prefer to 
have them como at different times, for 
it was impossible for us to stay very 
long at any one of them , m uch as we 
desired to do so. 


The following reply to our article on 
on the citron is more than welcome. 
The true spirit of progress is to discuss 
such m atters and bring before the peo­ 
ple the facts: 
E d it o r s H e r a l d : In reply 
a 
request contained in a late issue of 
your excellent journal, I would beg 
leave to subm it an extract taken in sub­ 
stance from the “ New American Cy­ 
clop ASdin,” edited by Chas. A. Dana 
and George Ripley. This tree (citrus 
medico, Linn.), which belongs to the 
same genus as the lime, lemon, shad­ 
dock and orange trees, attains in all its 
wild state to a hightli of about eight 
feet, and is erect and prickly w ith long 
reclining branches. Its leaves are al- 
tcrnato.and pale green; its pelioles aro 
naked and its llowers forty-androus, 
and externally purple; and its fruit is 
ovate, about six inches long, furrowed 
with a protuberance at the tip, and 
w ith two rinds—the outer a thin, 
greenish yellow, with numberless m il­ 
iary glands full of a most fragrant oil, 
and the inner thick, fungus and white. 
The trees of this genus, one of the most 
brilliant of fruit-bearing trees, are in­ 
digenous in the Oriental, and arc sup­ 
posed to be alluded to in the “golden ap­ 
ples” which the Greeks attributed to 
the gardens of Hespéridos. There is 
however no evidence th at any of them 
were cultivated either by the Geeksor 
earlier Romans. The citron tree, the 
most beautiful of them, and the first 
that were introduced into Europe, 
was obtained from Medea and perhaps 
Assyria and was cultivated in Italy by 
Palfadius in the 2d century A. D. 
In 
the O riental it is constantly in blos­ 
som [doubtless it is constantly in blos­ 
som here, but your correspondent has 
never had occasion to examine this 
fact, he can only assert that such is 
the fact w ith the lime tree], flowers 
and fruit always hanging upon the 
trees together. A t Nice, Genoa and 
Naples, and also in the West Indies, 
it endures the open air; but at Flor­ 
ence and Milan it requires protection 
in the W inter, and in more northern 
clim ates it is cultivated in conservato­ 
ries. 
Observe the l'aet that while this 
tree m ust be protected from Winter in 
Florance and Milan, here in the city 
of Los Angeles it grows in the open 
air, and as is well known, certainly 
one species grows to an enormous size. 
The editors go on to say : 
“ In 
China there is a splendid variety, w ith 
largo and solid fruit, divided at the 
end into five distinct lobes, whence it 
is called by the Chinese fingered 
citron. I t is kept for its agreeable 
fragrance on fine porcelain dishes in 
sitting-rooms. The citron is a some­ 
w hat acid fruit, rarely eaten raw, and 
highly valued for its very fragrant 
riud, which by being preserved in su­ 
gar becomes a delicate sweetmeat. 
From the outside of the fruit and 
leaves the oil of citron is prepared; 
the pulp furnishes citric acid; the 
seeds arc very bitter and tonic, and 
the bark of the root is a febrifuge. 
Twelve well known varieties of citron 
are growing in Italy, about tw enty in 
France and six in England. Seven­ 
teen varieties are described and figur­ 
ed and the methods of their culture 
m inutely given in Risso’s Histoire 
Nuturclie des Granjero (Paris, 1818). 
Possibly we have not been preparing 
the very fine, large species we have 
have here correctly, so as to avoid the 
citric acid of the pulp and the great 
bitterness of the seed. 
And again, we 
possibly may have an inferior variety. 
Now, we think if our Trustees and 
President of the Public Library of the 
city, as soon as they can obtain the 
means, will send fora series of horti­ 
cultural works, including some later 
edition of Risso’s, or some other elab­ 
orate author of the entire citron fam ­ 
ily, that they will have taken a step 
that will meet with unanimous ap­ 
proval. The Suggestion is made be­ 
cause we are, in the city more espe­ 
cially, very greatly interested in hor­ 
ticulture 
aud viniculture. 
If the 
Common Council would see fit to re­ 
quest our energetic and thoroughgoing 
M ayor to address the A gricultural 
Bureau at W ashington for seeds, cut* 
tings, etc., we have no doubt m uch 
good would result therefrom.

The draft of the 
ordinance was approved w ith some 
slight amendments, and by a unani­ 
mous vote Hon. J. R. McConnell, 
Chairm an of said Committee, was re­ 
quested to present the same to the 
Common Council at its next m eeting 
and personally urge its adoption. 
Af­ 
ter the adjournment of the m eeting of 
the Board a m eeting of the Library 
Association was held, Judge Sepul­ 
veda presiding, and on motion was ad­ 
journed to tlie first Monday in May.
